I SECRET SESSIONS 
ARE NOT FAVORED 


Must 
Have Trade 
Freedom—Only 
Object Sought For 'Is a Fair Field 
For AU and No Special Favors— 
Says Britian Has Conquered Bar­ 
barism of the World. 


London, Jan. ll.—Arthur J. Balfour, 
In the course of a speech at Manchester 
Monday night, gave some general indi­ 
cations of the British policy in China, 
which amply confirmed previous state­ 
ments in these dispatches. 
The burden of his declarations was 
that the British policy in China was to 
obtain freedom of trade, not only for 
Great Britain but for all other nations 
as well. Great Britain simply asked a 
fair field and no special favors. 
Inasmuch as the British interest in 
the external trade of China was 80 per 
cent of the world’s trade there, Great 
Britain had a special claim to see that 
China’s policy was not directed toward 
the discouragement of foreign trade. 
Mr. Balfour declared that he was glad 
to think that Great Britain, by the 
deepest traditions of her commercial 
policy, was excluded from using any 
trading privileges she might obtain as 
a weapon for excluding her rivals. 
.When she asked for freedom of trade 
she did not mean freedom for Great 
Britain alone, but for all the world 
alike. This 
remark 
elicited 
cheers 
from the audience. 
The British government would do its 
best to see that British trade was not 
injured in any way. In such an effort 
it would not be struggling for Great 
Britain only, but for the world at large 
as well. He regarded without fear or 
dislike the idea of Russia having a com­ 
mercial outlet below the line of ice. He 
could not conceive why Great Britain 
should object to Russian commerce go­ 
ing wherever it chose, provided that 
British commerce was not excluded 
from going there too. 
, 
He asserted that Great Britain was 
alone among the nations of the world, 
in that when she conquered or rescued 
any country from barbarism, she con 
quered it for the world and not for 
herself alone. So in China, she desired 
that all the world should enjoy the 
privilege of commerce. If this policy 
were effected trade would flourish, the 
interchange of wealth grow apace, and 
all influences which make for better un­ 
derstandings between nations and for 
perpetual peace would be the result 
Mr. Balfour said the concert of Eu­ 
rope had not added to its reputation by 
its recent treatment of Crete. It would 
be better to have a third-rate governor 
than none at all. It wras strange the 
concert could not find one either in 
Europe or America. He also eulogizec 
the bravery displayed by the British 
troops in the Indian campaign.

Turkey Bluffing Uncle Sam. 
Washington, Jan. ll.—United States 
Minister Angell at Constantinople has 
reported to the state department that 
he has not as yet succeeded in secur­ 
ing an assent from the Turkish gov­ 
ernment to his demand for the pay­ 
ment of an indemnity for the Ameri­ 
can mission property destroyed during 
the Armenian outbreak, and has sought 
instructions from the department that 
will enable him to make even stronger 
representations to the Turkish govern­ 
ment than have been made by himself 
or Mr. Terrell, his predecessor. 


Gomez Whips the Spaniards. 
Havana, Jan. 8, via Tampa, 
Fla., 
Jan. ll.—General Gomez with 300 cav­ 
alry and 800 infantry has had a sharp 
engagement with the Spanish column, 
under General Ruiz, near Sancti Spir­ 
itus. 
The official Spanish report says 
their loss was only twenty-one wound­ 
ed and twelve Cubans were killed and 
three captured. 
As a matter of fact 
General Gomez routed the Spaniards 
by a brilliant cavalry charge, in which 
full 150 of the Spanish column were 
killed or wounded.

Washington, Jan. ll.—Senator Mason 
in a speech in the senate Monday at­ 
tacked the executive session. The sen­ 
ate went into executive session almost 
immediately upon assembling for the 
purpose of discussing the Hawaiian an­ 
nexation treaty. 
Mr. Mason demanded 
that the doors be thrown open and the 
world, or as much of it as desired to 
take advantage of the opportunity, be 
allowed to’ hear wbat was going on. Mr. 
Mason paid a tribute to the executive 
session. He said it was a relic of war 
times; that it had caused the American 
people to look upon the senate with sus­ 
picion; that the public trembled every 
time the senate went into executive ses­ 
sion and ended by again demanding 
that the doors be thrown open. 
Senator Hoar defended the secret ses­ 
sion. He sAid it was an ancient cus­ 
tom and a dignified one. Mr. Mason 
interjected some more remarks, and 
finally Senator Morrill took sides with 
the Illinois man. He also thought the 
discussion should be public, but the rest 
of the senators refused to establish 
precedent which might serve to deprive 
them of one of their favorite customs, 
so the discussion continued behind 
locked doors. It was nearly 4 o’clock 
in the evening when the doors were 
finally swung open.
